When violence and looting occur in the Negro 
districts of Buffalo, Cleveland or ta* Angeles, 
there is talk about the underprivileged and un­ 
employed. the victims of circumstances 
No one is saying that about resort area riot­ 
ers 
When the cause is discussed, 
it gets 
wraoped in ambiguous theories lik* rebellion 
against authority 
mass hysteria and general 
hell-raising. 
The point is that in both cases had actors are 


letting loose with illegal and uncalled-for vio­ 
lence against innocent bystanders. It is nothing 
less than infringement upon the constitutional 
right of every American to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. 
The private citizen terrorized half the night 
and the small shopkeeper who watches his 
life’s work go up in smoke are not interested in 
abstract behavioral theories.

When this responsibility is cast aside no one 
may know why it happened But he does know 
It can be and must he stopoed.

French opinion had turned 
against a government policy that amounted to 
trading French casualties for last-ditch face 
saving in foreign lands. The same resentment 
was to be aroused later by France’s lost-ca'ise 
struggle in Algeria.

WASHINGTON 
After weeks of getting ready, the United Na­ 
tions this week faced its showdown on the Arab- 
Israeli tension and the result was zero 
That there was a lot of wheeling, and perhaps 
dealing, with the various members by the United 
States on one side and the Soviet Union on the 
other can be taken for granted 
But 
like President Johnson’s meeting with 
Soviet Prmier Alexei N. Kosygin, no outsider 
knows what went on behind the scenes 
All 
lhat is known is that when the test came neither 
side had enough votes to win 
Thus once again the United Nations looks in­ 
effective. By now this is an old story 
But. despite all the yelping and handwriting 
about the condition of the international organ­ 
ization. it has been clear from the beginning 
that on any given problem the United Nations 
can only be as strong as its members want 
it to be, 
That reality was there before there was a 
United Nations —• in the days of its creation in 
IMS when the big powers insisted upon the right 
to vote. 


RASIC DISTRUST and self-interest were pari 
of the organization from the start The Soviets 
have been the greatest practitioner of the veto. 
Sometimes this has had a ridiculous result, as 
In 1950 when the council voted to stop the ag­ 
gression of North Korea against South Korea. 
Moscow could have, and would have, pre­ 
vented this action, if it had been present at 
voting time But it wasn’t It happened to be 
deliberately absent, putting on a bilking act be­ 
cause Red China wasn't given U N member- 
rhip 
And there was the time three vears ago that 
the Soviet Union and France deadlocked the 
General Assembly when thev refused to pav 
their peacekeeping dues. arguing that onlv the 
council, not the assembly, could determine such 
dues.

To recapture the goodwill of the Arabs, who 
felt let down because Moscow did not step in to 
save them from a beating by Israel. Moscow 
sent Kosvgin to the General Assembly to lead 
the way for the Arabs against Israel 
That was weeks ago and the Soviets had plenty 
of time to line up support among the 122 m em­ 
ber nations. Moscow wanted Tsra*l condemned

IN THE General Assembly vote this wa* de­ 
feated But so was a two-wav Latin American 
proposal, backed bv the United States, calling 
for Israeli withdrawal but abo demanding that 
the Arab states renounce their belligerency to­ 
wards Israel. A number of other resolutions 
were also knocked down 
But th* assembly did approve. 99 to ft, a 
resolution calling Israel’s unification of lerusa 
lem invalid 
Now the argument goes back to the Security 
Council whose failure in the first nlace to reach 
any solutions had prompted the Soviets to take 
the problem to the General Assembly. 
The one lesson that emerges from it all has 
always been: The United Nations is a good 
meeting place for the nations of the w o r I d. 
Sometimes it works sometimes it doesn’t 
It works when it suits the interests of the 
members to make it work It s anything hut an 
Ideal organization. But it * the only one the 
world has It may stagger along indefinitely or.

The Minimum 


How many people know how costly to the 
country and how disrupting to individual wel­ 
fare a change in the federal "minimum wage” 
rates is? 
How many youngsters have been deprived of 
lobs and how many persons In the upper age 
brackets have been idled? 
These questions only partly indicate the pro­ 
found effect in an economic sense caused bv 
raising minimum wages this vear to $1.4(1 an 
hour and bv the increase in the scope of the 
law to include workers hitherto uncovered but 
who now get at least $1 an hour 
Next February the minimum wage goes to 
$1 60 
The most far-reaching cost of the increases is 
In wage rates well above the minimum. These 
ire being forced upward all along the line 
A worker previously earning $1 40 an hour on 
a 40-hour week received $56 dollars a week 
tab o r unions aren’t content to leave this and 
the other rate* unchanged as (he minimum is 
moved up by law 
When workers who already have reached the 
$56 bracket demand an increase, this affects 
those In the WO category and so on up the line 
The total amount of these increases runs into 
the hundreds of millions of dollars a vear and 
Is one of the factors in the rise in the cost of 
living, otherwise known as ‘ inflation.” 


THE HARDSHIPS and tragic results of the 
raise in the minimum-wage rates have been dis­ 
closed to some extent in a survey conducted 
among 40 OOO small business firms in all parts 
of the country by the National Federation of 
Independent Business. Replies to its question­ 
naire are very revealing 
For example, a laundry in Indiana laid off 
five of its 40 employes and expects to fire still 
more. In Wisconsin, a small bank discharged 
two of Its employes because it felt that a rate 
of $56 a week was too much for a beginner out 
of high school. 
The new rates have hurt the chances of 
teen-agers to get jobs This is especially true in 
small towns, hut even in a large city small 
firms are saying they can’t afford to train uns­ 
killed labor at the new rates. 
One restaurant operator in upstate New York 
said in his comment: 
“The minimum wage will cripple the earn 
fogs of unskilled labor such as kitchen help, 
dishwashers, bus boys etc.” 
A bakery owner in Utah said the minimum 
wage virtually eliminates apprentices and will 
close up many small businesses The new law 
affects farm employes, too The need to dis­ 
charge workers will be felt by the low skilled 
and unskilled 
It will be asked why these factors weren’t 
taken into account by members of Congress 
when they enacted the minimum-wage legisla­ 
tion? 
The answer 1« that the labor-union monopoly 
In America boasts it controls a majority of 
beth houses of Congress by furnishing cam ­ 
paign funds to help elect them. 


THIS EMPHASIZES the need for a stricter 
code of ethics than has been suggested thus far 
as a result of the cases of Sen. Dodd and Rep. 
Powell. It makes a good argument for federal 
appropriation of campaign funds so candidates 
will not be placed under obligations to vested 
Interests. 
The labor organizations aren’t Interested In 
minimum wages as such because those employ­ 
es who get the Increases are usually not mem­ 
bers of unions nor likely to be for a while. 
They are primarily scattered workers In mis 
cellaneous small shops which aren’t organized 
by 
the 
unions 
But 
every 
rise 
In 
the 
minimum-wage rates imoosed by federal law 
pushes up the whole set of wage scales and 
has its im part all along the line— m elding, for 
Instance, on the Auto Workers This, of course 
adds to the cost of automobiles 
Thus minimum-wage rates have their biggest 
Influence 
In 
moving 
up 
the 
other 
scales 
throughout the country 
It might be less expensive in the long run for 
local communities to put the unskilled workers 
on government relief temporarily until thev can 
he taught skill* that would enable th*m to earn 
better wages than the minimum.

PITTSBURGH - Encouraged 
by a strong dissenting opinion 
from the Illinois Supreme Court, 
Crucible Steel Co. today an­ 
nounced it seeks a rehearing 
to free itself from the entangle­ 
ment of Illinois Courts which 
have “blocked its normal con­ 
duct of its business for more 
than a year.” 
TTie minority opinion supports 
an earlier Appellate Court de­ 
cision that the hearing of the 
original stockholder a c t i o n 
against Crucible early in 1966 
in Cook County Circuit Court 
“ had interferred with the in­ 
ternal affairs of a foreign cor­ 
poration.” 
The Supreme Court, accord 
Ing to the minority opinion filed 
this week, “had assumed grave 
responsibilities with respect to 
the management of Crucible." 
It further states that “for well 
over a year without determine 
tion of the facts alleged in the 
(original) complaint but denied 
any answer to the orderly con­ 
duct of the business of Crucible 
has been presented.” 
The minority opinion is signed 
by Justices Walter V. Schaefer, 
Robert Underwood and Daniel 
P. Ward. 
The Crucible statement said, 
“The Illinois Courts had pre 
vented the stockholders of the 
corporation from attending an 
annual meeting since April 1965 
“ The protracted litigation be­ 
gan early in 1966 when four 
dissident stockholders filed 
complaint in Cook County Cir­ 
cuit Court alleging mismanage 
ment and a conspiracy on the 
part of Crucible Steel, H u n t 
Foods St Industries, Inc , and 
Wheeling Steel Corp. to affect a 
merger of Crucible and Wheel 
Ing Steel companies. 
“The two substantial share­ 
holders In the group do not live 
.In Illinois. Of the two who do 
reside in Illinois one, Harold M 
Kass, owns only 
400 
shares 
which like the 10,000 shares of 
final dissident, Morris J. Rubin, 
were purchased just prior to the 
court action in an attempt to 
stage a proxy fight for control 
of Crucible. 
According 
to 
the 
minority 
opinion filed this week by three 
of the seven justices of the Il­ 
linois Supreme 
Court “apart 
from the fact that the plain­ 
tiffs Rubin and Kass, w h o 
bought stock in Crucible and 
became members of a stock­ 
holders committee 
to 
solicit 
proxies in an effort to elect a 
new board of directors reside 
here, Illinois has no connection 
in this case ” 
“Crucible is a New Jersey 
corporation,” the opinion c o n ­ 
tinues. “It s principal offices 
and manufacturing facilities are 
in Pennsylvania and its stock­ 
holder meetings are required to 
be held in either New Jersey 
or Pennsylvania Its connections 
with Illinois measured in per­ 
centage of total sales, total as 
sets and total employes located 
here ar? minimal.” 
At the time the action was 
brought in Illinois, Crucible had 
in that state only 84 employes, 
only six tenths of one per cent 
of its assets and approximate 
ly three per cent of its annual 
sales. 
The case has never come to 
trial but on two occasions. The 
chief justice of the Illinois Su­ 
preme Court, Roy J. Solfisburg 
Jr., has granted motions of the 
four dissidents to block Crucible 
from holding either its 1966 or 
1967 annual meetings of share­ 
holders. 
The Illinois Supreme C o u r t 
split 4-3 in its vote to upset the 
Appellate Court decision. Four 
Is the legal minimum number 
of votes for a Supreme Court 
decision The minority opinion 
supports the Appellate Court 
which said in hearing the origi­ 
nal complaint the Cook County 
{Circuit Court had “ interferred 
.with the internal affairs of a 
foreign corporation ” 
The dissenting justices state 
that the Supreme Court “has 
assumed grave responsibilities 
with respect to the management 
of Crucible.” The order of the 
trial court made no findings as 
to the truth of the allegations of 
the complaint, but continued the 
1966 annual meeting of th e 
shareholders until Aug 29, 1966 
The judgment of the Appelate 
Court directing dismissal of the 
.action was entered on July 22,1 
1966 
. “On July 29, 1966. a single 


judge of this court enjoined the 
reconvening of the 1966 annual 
meeting pending the courts final 
action in this case. Under the 
laws of New Jersey and its own 
bylaws, Crucible was required 
to hold an annual meeting of its 
shareholders on April 26, 1967 
On April 6, 1967, however, an­ 
other single judge of this court 
entered an order enjoining Cru­ 
cible from convening its 1967 
annual meeting pending t h i s 
court’s final decisions. 
“On June 15, 1967, the opinion 
continues. Crucible filed a mo­ 
tion requesting leave to conduct 
a special meeting of Its share­ 
holders for the purpose of con­ 
sidering issuance of additional 
capital stock. Affidavits in sup­ 
port of this motion emphasized 
the necessity of this action in 
terms of the orderly expansion 
of the company and the main­ 
tenance of its competitive posi­ 
tion. The court has not acted on 
that motion, the dissenting jus­ 
tices declare. 
Crucible has claimed that the 
prolonged litigation and the in­ 
ability to hold an annual meet­ 
ing had eliminated a l a r g e 
group of potential investor! and 
depressed the aggregate mar­ 
ket value of its outstanding com­ 
mon stock $47 million or $11 
per share below book value. 
During the same period t h e 
company has established record 
highs in both sales and earn­ 
ings.

Ariz., daily newspapers, the Cit­ 
izen and the Star, under which a 
single company was created to 
conduct their printing, advertis­ 
ing. circulation and business 
operations. 
Independent news and editori­ 
al staffs have been maintained 
by the two newspapers. 
Hayden's bill provides that if 
a newspaper is faaling. it may 
merge with another newspaper 
or enter into arrangements or 
certain joint operations without 
violating antibust laws.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Oth­ 
er nations now owe the United 
States more than $41 billion— 
about half in principal and in­ 
terest from World War I debt. 
Officials estimated today that 
foreign governments and organ­ 
izations owe Uncle Sam about 
$20 8 billion as of last March 31 
exclusive of interest and World 
War I deht. 
Principal and interest from 
World War I added another $21 
billion to the hill. 
If past experience is

guide, the figures will go even 
higher. 
Seventeen nations still owe 
money from World War I. At 
last listing 96 nations and 5 in­ 
ternational organizations owed 
the other debt.
